Whenever it comes to 
Portugal and football, 
England always seems to 
fail to achieve their 
objectives. While losing to 
Portugal in major 
competitions on penalties 
has now become almost a 
habit, so too is being told 
‘no’ whenever seeking a 
manager from these shores. 

Prior to losing to Portugal in 
the World Cup, England tried to 
eapture the serviees of Luiz 
Felipe Seolari, who ultimately 
then seripted their downfall only 
weeks after he seemed set to ae- 
cept an offer from the English 
FA. 

This week, with odds being 
slashed and Jose Mourinho an 
“automatie” ehoiee for the Eng- 
land hot seat, he released a state- 
ment on his agent’s web page 
ruling himself out of eontention 
for a job observers estimated 
would have netted him almost 40 
million euros over four years, 
had he aeeepted the FA’s ad- 
vanees. 

In the statement, Mourinho 
eonfirms there had been ‘ ‘explora- 
tory contaets” between his agent 
Jorge Mendes and FA offieials. 

“After Steve MeClaren left the 
England football team, my rep- 
resentatives maintained eontaet 
with the FA. In that sense, I had 
myself useful diseussions with 
Brian Barwiek and Trevor Brook- 
ing where we exchanged ideas to 
evaluate the entire situation 
about the England squad, and set 
the goals in case of a real invita- 
tionbeing addressed to me”, said 


the former Chelsea and F C Porto 
manager. 

“After deep and serious think- 
ing, I decided to exclude myself 
from being England manager de- 
spite being a fantastic position 
forme. 


“I’m sure the FA will hire a 
great manager, one able to place 
the team back where itbelongs. I 
reiterate my respect for English 
football and, after three good 
years in England, I firmly believe 
that the England squad will soon 


be back to their usual great re- 
sults”, concluded one of the most 
successful managers this decade, 
who is now being tipped to take 
over one of the European heavy- 
weights such as Barcelona or AC 
Milan. 
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Two percent 
admit to pay-offs 

According to an international survey, two per cent of 
Portuguese have admitted to under-the-tabie payments in 
exchange for a service or favour, but corruption here is on a 
simiiar ievei to Britain, the United States or South Africa. 


Put together by the non-gov- 
emmental organisation ‘Trans- 
parency International’, the sur- 
vey was based on information 
obtained from questionnaires 
filled in by 63 , 1 99 citizens from 
60 countries. 

The ‘Global Corruption Ba- 
rometer 2007’ was unveiled in 
Berlin, where the organisation is 
based. 

On a list of countries most af- 
fected by bribery, Portugal is in 
the fourth of five groups, with the 
fifth group including the least cor- 
rupt countries in the world. In 
Portugal, between four and six 
percent of the population con- 
fesses to having bought-off a 
particular services. 

Also in this group are countries 
including Argentina, Finland, 
Hong Kong, Spain, South Africa, 
United Kingdom and the United 
States. 

Countries where bribery is 
more frequent between citizens 
and public services include Alba- 
nia, Cambodia, Romania, Senegal 
and Pakistan. In Africa, 42 per 
cent of interviewees affirmed at 


least once having paid to obtain a 
service. 

On the opposite end of the 
scale, Austria, Canada, France, Ja- 
pan, South Korea, Holland, Swe- 
den and Switzerland show less 
than four per cent of citizens ad- 
mitting to underhand paid privi- 
leges. 

Concerning Portugal, it has 
been revealed that the most cor- 
rupted area is that of politics, 
with 4. 1 per cent of the interro- 
gated population admitting to 
having taken part in some form 
of subomment. 

Also affected by bribery are 
parliament and deputies (3.6 per 
cent), business in the private sec- 
tor (3.6 per cent), the media (3.0 
per cent), the military (2.6 per 
cent), non-govemmental organi- 
sations (2.8 per cent), religious 
entities (2.8 per cent), and the edu- 
cational system (2.8 per cent). 

Seventy four per cent of those 
interviewed believed the govern- 
ment’ s efforts to combat corrup- 
tion are ineffective, and 64 per 
cent believe corruption will esca- 
late in the future. 


B it was revealed this week that last year infant 
mortaiity rates in Portugai were at their iowest 
ever, with just 3.3 deaths in every 1 ,000 births. 


Health Minister Correia dos 
Campos revealed this statistic for 
2005/2006 during a campaign 
earlier this week which took place 
in Lisbon’s Alfredo da Costa 
hospital’s maternity ward to 
promote vaccinations against 
cervical cancer. 

“Our child death rate fell by a 
decimal from 2005 to 2006 when 
we thought it was impossible for 
it to be even lower”, said the Min- 
ister. 

The figure dropped from 3.4 
deaths in every 1,000 births in 
2005 to 3.3 deaths in 2006. 

Ten years ago child mortality 
rates were of 6.4 deaths in every 
1,000 births, and in 1990 was 
higher than 10. 

According to Correia dos 
Campos, the lowest record to date 
belongs to Switzerland, which in 


2004 registered 3. 1 deaths in every 
1 ,000 children bom. 

Child mortality is based on the 
number of infants under one year 
of age that die during a determined 
period of time - normally one 
year - in comparison to the 
number of births that occur dur- 
ing that same period. 

Other demographical statis- 
tics showed that average life ex- 
pectancy at birth is also longer, 
now being 78.5 years in total, 
75.2 years for men and 81.8 for 
women. 

Regarding births, the figures 
have shown a tendency for Por- 
tuguese women to have their chil- 
dren later in life, the average age 
for women having their first child 
being 29.9. 

The number of stillbirths also 
fell in 2006.

Families to spend €596 on Christmas 

Portuguese families will spend an average of€596 on Christmas 
this year. It is estimated that families will buy presents to the value 
of€276 for friends and family members. Aecording to this annual 
study by Deliotte, families will be spending eight euros more this 
Christmas.

Portugal condemns Algerian terror

Portugal’s EU presidency condemned on Tuesday two deadly 
bomb attacks in Algeria, which left over 50 people dead. At least 
52 people were killed in two car bomb attacks, one against the UN 
refugee agency and the other outside the Supreme Court in Algiers. 

EC welcomes approval of marine 
environment directive 

The European Commission hailed the European Parliament’s 
approval of its Marine Strategy directive to assure the clean-up of 
the bloc’ s oceans and seas by 2020. The commission said the par- 
liamentary action underlined the EU’ s commitment to better pro- 
tect its marine environment. 

Town halls top corruption targets 

Councils are the main targets of police corruption investigations 
it has been revealed. In a government-commissioned study, it was 
found that the most general complaints were made against munici- 
palities, law enforcement authorities and civil servants in central 
administration accused of abusing their powers for personal gain. 
Around 42 percent of all investigations focussed on town halls. 

First pirate cable tv conviction 

Two men became the first defendants to be handed prison terms 
for pirating cable television channels. The two men were sentenced 
to 80 days imprisonment for supplying coded channels at no extra 
cost to customers who bought their satellite services. 

Foreign nurses complain of 
discrimination 

In an unprecedented study, it was found that two in seven for- 
eign nurses working in Portugal (28 percent) said they had been the 
victim of discrimination from colleagues in the medical profession. 
One in four said they had been discriminated against by patients 
for being non-Portuguese. 

Road deaths up 

More than 800 people have died on Portuguese roads during the 
first eight months of the year, latest statistics show. In comparison 
with last year, 40 more people have died in motor accidents in 2007. 

PM Socrates downplays MEP’s protest 
against Lisbon Treaty 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates downplayed interruptions this 
week to a European Parliament debate on the EU’ s future, saying 
MEPs who interrupted the session were “against Europe.” Portu- 
gal ’s leader was heckled before, during and after his address to 
MEPs by members of leftwing bloc. He said on leaving the cham- 
ber that he felt “very well”, as the majority of MEPs had applauded 
his speech and some had stamped their feet in approval. 

“Europe is a tolerant Europe both those with good manners and 
those who don’tuse them,” observed Socrates, adding: “I like these 
parliamentary moments and know what’s at the bottom of them. 
Those MEPS are really against Europe.” 

ATMs cost €1 bn 

Each occasion a consumer uses an ATM {Multibanco) card it 
costs the bank five cents. In Portugal, the only times when banks 
record profits are through the use of credit cards (22 cents per trans- 
action) and through the use of direct debits where financial institu- 
tions make a profit of six cents. 


EU leaders sign Lisbon Treaty 



The Lisbon Treaty on the 
future functioning of the EU 
was signed Thursday in the 
Portuguese capitai. The 
document was formaiiy 
signed by European heads 
of state and/or governments 
at the historic Jeronimos 
Monastery in Lisbon, 
opening the way for the 
ratification and confirmation 
process to get under way in 
2008. Oniy with fuii 
approvai can the treaty take 
force as the “Basic Law” of 
the community bioc. 

The majority of the member 
states are preparing a process of 
parliamentary ratification of the 
Lisbon Treaty, due to the 
unpredictability ofreferendums. 

In 2005 the previous Euro- 
pean Constitution project was 
rejected by referendums in 
France andtheNetherlands. That 
document was replaced by the so- 
called Reform Treaty approved 
at the Lisbon Summit of EU lead- 
ers October 19. 

Ireland is to date the only mem- 
ber state that has announced its 
intention to hold a referendum on 
the new treaty, for constitutional 
reasons, with the consultation 
planned for the spring of 2008. 

Diplomatic sources in Brus- 
sels have indicated that pressure 
from public opinion and numer- 
ous lobbies should not be strong 
enough to force other member 
states, namely the United King- 
dom and Denmark, to hold refer- 
endums, which could have a 
snowball effect and cause other 
governments to follow suit. 

Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates said in late Octo- 
ber that the two forms of ratify- 
ing the Lisbon Treaty, by parlia- 
ments or referendums, were “le- 
gitimate and valid”, adding that 
his government would only make 
public its option after the treaty 
was signed on December 13, 
which it had not done at the time 
of going to press. 

In mid-November Portuguese 
Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
clarified that Lisbon would only 
decide its path for ratification 
after Portugal’s six-month EU 
presidency term ends on Decem- 
ber 3 1 , “so as not to create insta- 
bility”. 

The argument used to dis- 
pense with a referendum is that 
the new treaty does not involve 
relevant transfers of powers or 
national sovereignty to EU insti- 
tutions, although it is unani- 
mously admitted and even 
stressed that the document con- 
tains the essence of the failed Eu- 
ropean Constitution. 


Portugal had scheduled a ref- 
erendum for that document (ap- 
proved in Rome in 2004), and 
even revised the national consti- 
tution to allow it. But the na- 
tional consultation was post- 
poned after the ‘no’ votes in 
France and the Netherlands de- 
railed the proj ect in 2005 . 

Despite the Euro-Constitu- 
tion’s approval by 16 member 
States, European leaders were 
forced to admit its failure, and last 
June in Brussels endorsed plans 
for a new Treaty, to be prepared 
by the Portuguese EU presi- 


dency. The latter was approved 
last October, and was signed this 
Thursday in Lisbon. 

The aim is for the new treaty 
to take effect before the next elec- 
tions for the European Parlia- 
ment in June 2009, so it will have 
to be ratified by the 27 member 
states by the spring of that year. 

France and the Netherlands 
have already announced that this 
time they will not hold referen- 
dums, as have 17 other countries. 

British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown has also barred a 
referendum on the Lisbon Treaty, 


arguing that his country’s inter- 
ests are well protected in light of 
the agreements made last June in 
Brussels and October in Lisbon. 

Another member state facing 
strong pressure to hold a referen- 
dum is Denmark, where Prime 
Minister Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen has postponed mak- 
ing a decision. The outcome is 
awaited in the rest of Europe, 
which recalls Denmark’s rejec- 
tion of the 1992 Maastricht 
Treaty - “corrected” by a new 
referendum a year later.

Early next year the Tocha hospital for trauma patients, Cantanhede, will be home to one of the country’s 
first driver-less modes of transport. A recently-acquired electronic vehicle imported from Hong Kong will 
ferry in-patients between their rooms and treatment pavilions. 


Due to arrive in the first half of 
2008, the avant-garde vehiele 
will be modified and adapted by 
researehers and seientists from 
Coimbra. 

It was due to the Portuguese 
investigators’ researeh that the 
many advantages this mode of 
transport entails were diseovered.

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No smoking 
in shopping 
centres 

It is a new reality that many will have to 
get used to and rather quickly. As of 
January 2008, all shopping centres 
will be adorned with no-smoking signs 
and will become completely smoke-free 
establishments. 



Despite representatives of 
many shopping eentres announe- 
ing their intentions to ereate 
‘smoking rooms’ or designated 
‘smoking areas’, none have, as 
yet, taken aetion. 

Various spokespersons have, 
in faet, said that purpose-made 
areas would only be ereated 
should the number of shoppers 
fall with any signifieanee. 

So this leaves smokers with no 
alternative but to enj oy their eiga- 
rettes outside. 

“We would like to have a 
‘smoking room’ in eaeh of our 
eentres in whieh shoppers ean 
eomfortably and eonveniently 
smoke. We see it as an additional 
serviee that we ean offer to our 
eustomers”, said Alvaro Portela, 
head of the Sonae Sierra group. 

“We will have these areas in 
eentres that eomprise speeifie 
physieal and teehnieal eondi- 
tions”, he added. 


Sonae Sierra eurrently own 20 
shopping eentres ineluding Lis- 
bon’ s Colombo and Vaseo da 
Gama malls, Norte Shopping, and 
Algarve Shopping. 

Only restaurants within the 
eentres’ food eourts eould be ex- 
eeptions to the general no-smok- 
ing rule, but only those with 
physieal spaee enough to ereate 
properly equipped smoking areas. 

These areas will have to eom- 
ply with basie laws of minimum 
floor size and install eompulsory 
equipment like purpose-made 
extraetors.

Fuel prices hit 
record highs 


The cost of filling up a car In Portugal 
has hit new highs. While the sale of 
diesel-powered cars has reached an 
all-time high, the cost per litre of this fuel 
has risen much higher than that of 
unleaded fuel, and In four years. Its cost 
per litre has almost doubled. 


The difference between the 
cost of unleaded fuel and diesel 
is closing, though both have in 
the past week reached new 
highs. 

While unleaded fuel 95 octane 
costs around €1.36 a litre, die- 
sel is now above the€ 1 .20 mark. 
Since the start of 2007, the cost 
of diesel has risen by around 20 
percent, while unleaded fuel has 
experienced hikes that now rep- 
resent an increase of 1 4 percent 
since January. 

These record fuel prices are 
being felt by consumers and in- 
dustries alike, and the govern- 
ment has admitted that trans- 
port costs will be increased well 
above the projected inflation 
rate, which is estimated at 2. 1 
percent. 

Figures released recently 
meanwhile show that 88 fuel 
stations have been forced to 
turn off their pumps in the first 


six months of the year. 

While some stations were 
shut down for posing a safety 
risk, such as those previously 
found in narrow city streets, 
the overwhelming maj ority are 
located along the border with 
Spain. 

ANAREC, the association 
that represents fuel stations na- 
tionwide, say that while 56 sta- 
tions closed in 2006, a total of 
88 had done so in the first half 
of2007. 

The association estimates 
that 1,500 jobs have been lost 
due to these closures, with Por- 
tuguese motorists living along 
the border opting to refuel their 
vehicles in Spain. 

Diesel is as much as 1 5 cents 
cheaper a litre, and even for 
people living further from the 
border, a trip to Spain is effec- 
tively paid for with the saving 
in refuelling at Spanish pumps.

Portugal and Libya have 
signed a series of 
cooperation accords, 
including a 
memorandum of 
understanding on 
investments in the North 
African country’s oil and 
natural gas sector. 

Lisbon and Tripoli also 
signed an accord to facilitate 
bilateral investments and an- 
other broad agreement on co- 
operation in the fields of edu- 
cation, science, culture, 
youth, sports and media. 

Portugal’s Seed cement 
company also formally an- 
nounced plans to buy a 50 
percent stake in Libya’s Al- 
Ahlia Cement Company. 


EU NEWS IN BRIEF 

Lisbon praises formai approvai of 9-state 
Schengen eniargement 

EU interior ministers have formally approved the enlargement of 
the bloc’s border- free Schengen zone by nine states from December 
2 1 . After chairing a meeting of his EU counterparts in Brussels, Por- 
tugal ’ s minister of internal administration, Rui Pereira, said thousands 
of people will be able “to move in the EU’ s zone of liberty, security 
and justice.” Extension of Schengen is “a project of great political 
importance,” he added. Abolition of border controls will initially 
apply only to road and sea transport to and from Slovakia, Slovenia, 
Estonia, Hungary, Latvia, Lithuania, Malta, Poland and the Czech 
Republic. Airport checks in the nine EU states will cease in March, 
2008. 

European Day against death penalty 
approved 

EU justice ministers, taking advantage of a change of government 
in Poland, have approved the institution of a European Day against 
capital punishment, a Portuguese presidency source said. The offi- 
cial told Lusa the 27 ministers meeting in Brussels unanimously ap- 
proved the Portuguese presidency initiative that was blocked in Sep- 
tember by Poland’ s previous conservative government. Lisbon, the 
official said, decided to present the proposal for setting up an annual 
European Day against the death penalty again after the rise of a new 
government in Warsaw, following recent legislative elections. The 
previous Polish government downed the earlier proposal, insisting 
on a broader right-to-life approach that would have included con- 
demnation of abortion and euthanasia. 

Portugal has put migrants’ health issue on 
the 27’s agenda 

Portugal’s EU presidency has placed the issue of migrants’ health 
firmly on Europe ’ s agenda, Lisbon’ s health minister, Antonio Correia 
de Campos, said. After chairing a Brussels encounter of EU health 
ministers, Correia de Campos saidhis colleagues had approved con- 
clusions highlighting that “health is a central aspect in the integration 
of migrants”. Governments of individual EU states must now con- 
sider this question when creating national policies, he added. “The 
issue of migrants’ health will now be on the agenda of all (EU) presi- 
dencies,” said the Portuguese minister, recalling a conference on ac- 
cess to healthcare for immigrants organized by Lisbon’ s EU chair in 
September. 

Cape Verde, Moldova picked for pilot 
migration project 

The EU is to develop pilot proj ects with Cape Verde and Moldova 
as part of the bloc’s Global Approach to Migration policy, accord- 
ing to diplomatic sources. A Brussels diplomat told Lusa that EU 
interior ministers have agreed on the need to open negotiations with 
Moldova and Cape Verde to establish “partnerships for mobility”. 
Under these agreements with third countries, in return for increased 
efforts by the authorities to combat illegal immigration the EU will 
allow certain groups of workers access to labour markets in Europe. 
Individual migrants will undertake to eventually return to their coun- 
tries of origin and this pledge will give them smoother future access 
to EU states. Cape Verde and Moldova have been picked for the pilot 
immigration project due to their small size and also being important 
sources of irregular EU-bound migration. 

3 Lusophone states to benefit from EU’s 
€8bn aid package 

The Lusophone African states of Mozambique, Sao Tome and 
Guinea-Bissau are among 30 African countries to benefit from an aid 
package totalling 8 billion euros under accords signed with the Euro- 
pean Commission in Lisbon after the EU-AU summit. The funds, 
part of the EU’ s aid package to Africa for 2008 to 20 1 3 , were formal- 
ised at a ceremony attended by European Commission chief Jose 
Manuel Barroso and African Union chairman John Kufuor, presi- 
dent of Ghana, as well as EU Development Commissioner Louis 
Michel. 

Africa gets no immediate benefit from 
summit, says US group 

Despite approving a range of ambitious joint strategies for closer 
future cooperation, the EU-AU summit brings “nothing concrete” 
for the people of Africa, Human Rights Watch said after the two-day 
meeting in Lisbon. Reed Brody, spokesperson for the New York- 
based advocacy group, told Lusa: “Much has been spoken about 
human rights and good governance, but what have the leaders agreed 
in concrete in favour of the African people?” Brody also lamented 
the failure of the EU and AU to approve deployment of peacekeepers 
to “protect the people of Darfur,” as well as the blocs’ inability to 
reach agreement on measures to combat corruption in Africa. 

EC approves pre-accession assistance to 
Croatia, Turkey and Former Yugosiav 
Repubiic of Macedonia 

The European Commission has approved a package of 1 0 opera- 
tional programmes totalling € 920 million for 2007-2009 to support 
candidate countries in regional development and human resources. 
This investment is being made available in the framework of the In- 
strument for Pre-Accession Assistance (IP A). The candidate coun- 
tries are: Croatia, Turkey and the former Yugoslav Republic ofMac- 
edonia. 
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High tensions 
take a new 
direction 


Last week, economy minister Manuei Pinho 
announced there is to be a new aiternative 
route for the high-tension eiectricity iine that 
is taking shape between Tunes and 
Portimao. Reports aiso suggested a ‘phone 
caii’ was made to stop works currentiy taking 
piace in Vaie Fuzeiros. 


This was revealed following 
yet another protest organised by 
the Vale Fuzeiros’ residents 
eommittee, held in front of the 
Ministry for Economies, who for 
months have tirelessly cam- 
paigned to have the original route 
moved further to the north of 
their picturesque valley. 

National energy company 
REN, which is ultimately respon- 
sible for the mapping of the high- 
tension network, met all previous 
attempts and protests with re- 
sistance and defiance, even when 
Silves Mayor Isabel Soares 
jumped on the bandwagon. 

This time, however. Minister 
Pinho has affirmed, “I have spo- 
ken to the president of REN and 
there will be an alternative route”. 

“This alternative will satisfy 
the population and the City Hall 
of Silves”, he added, explaining 
that all is now pending on a “dec- 
laration of environmental impact 



from the Ministry for the Envi- 
ronmenf’. 

This was supported by a 
press-release from Silves city 
hall, in which Mayor Isabel 
Soares said, “I hereby inform that 
today (December 7*) I held talks 
with the Minister of Economy, 
who in turn informed me that he 
would approve of the high ten- 
sion route being moved further 
north, as the local population and 
the City Hall has requested, as 
long as the Ministry for the En- 
vironment has no objections. I 
have received the same reaction 
from REN President Jose 
Penedos, who gave me his word 
that the current route would be 
altered if the Ministry for the 
Environment agreed”. 

A meeting is soon to be held 
between the Ministry for 
Economy, the Environment, and 
REN to resolve the issue once and 
for all. 


IfiSTRQ 


Mayor Soares added, “The 
matter of REN and Silves has de- 
veloped significantly in the past 
24 hours”. 

However, the Minister for 
Economy has warned, “more 
high tension networks will have 
tobebuih”. 

Head of the Vale Fuzeiros resi- 
dent’ s committee Sergio Santos 
is celebrating these latest devel- 
opments, considering they could 
be “the beginning of a victory for 
all of our actions”.

Summitputs human rights 
central to both blocs ’ political 
agendas, PM Socrates 

Portugal’s prime minister, Jose Socrates, said Sunday that the EU-AU 
leaders’ summit has put human rights firmly at the centre of political 
agendas in both Africa and Europe. 


Speaking on behalf of the EU 
after the two-day meeting in Lis- 
bon, Prime Minister Soerates 
said: “Diseussionofhuman rights 
was not a European imposition 
on Afriea. It resulted from the 
eommon desire of both parties.” 

Responding to questions on 
what assuranees Afriean states 
ean provide in relation to eompli- 
anee with good govemanee and 
human rights aeeords made with 
Europe at the Lisbon summit, 
Soerates said the “best guarantee” 
of progress in these areas is that 
the EU and AU have plaeed this 
issue “at the eentre of the eom- 
mon strategy” between the two 
eontinents that was agreed at this 
weekend’s summit. 

“Fm eertain that things will 
improve after this summit,” said 


Soerates, noting that without the 
landmark Lisbon EU-AU meet- 
ing “human rights in Zimbabwe” 
and Darfur “would not have been 
spoken about.” 

Flanked by AU ehairman John 
Kufuor and the heads of the Eu- 
ropean and Afriean Commis- 
sions, Jose Manuel Barroso and 
Alpha Omar Konare, Portugal’ s 
leader said: “This summit gave a 
voiee to all: to human rights, to 
immigrants, who need a more 
eoordinated poliey between Af- 
riea and Europe, the needs of de- 
velopment and eommon eon- 
eems over the environment.” 
On the speeifie issue of Afri- 
ean migration to Europe, and re- 
sponding to a question from 
Lusa, Soerates said he was eonfi- 
dent of “step-by-step” progress 


in regulating immigration flows 
and also eombating human traf- 
fieking. 

The EU and Afriea are “now 
building shared and struetured 
polieies based on a vision of the 
future,” he added, noting the 
question of immigration has been 
the most affeeted by the seven 
year gap between the first EU- 
Afriea summit and the overdue 
Lisbon event. 

The long-awaited Lisbon 
meeting between the two eonti- 
nents, said Soerates: “Will go 
down in history beeause it ap- 
proved a strategy and aetion plan 
between the two eontinents, but 
also beeause it ereated a new 
spirit of eooperation, of loyalty 
between the parties and equality 
of states.” TPN/Lusa

Alternative Eurqpe- 
Africa summit winds up 
with calls for fairertrade 

Around 200 activists from European and African NGOs 
and rights groups marched through central Lisbon on 
Sunday to the sounds of world music for a rally to mark 
the close of the alternative EU-AU summit. 


The two-day parallel EU- 
AU summit, organised by eivil 
soeiety groups to alert leaders 
and publie opinion to the dan- 
gers posed to Afriea by unequal 
trade relations, restrietive im- 
migration polieies and other 
questions, was held in Lisbon’ s 
main arts school. 

Marching peacefully 
through downtown Lisbon, 
activists from Africa and Eu- 
rope shouted slogans like “Af- 
rica’ s not for sale”.

Accompanying the march 
was MEP Miguel Portas, leader 
of Portugal’s small Left Bloc, 
who told Lusa he opposed the 
signing of Economic Partner- 
ship Agreements with African 
countries, arguing that beefed 
up aid promised by Europe in 
return for the pacts would not 
compensate for a deluge of 
cheap European goods into 
African markets. 

“It would be the same as ask- 
ing Portugal to have joined the 
EU without receiving cohesion 
funds,” argued Portas.

Socrates optimistic at 
Darfur solution 


Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates said Saturday he 
remains hopeful that Sudan will 
fulfil its 2005 peace process 
commitments in its troubled 
province of Darfur. 

After a meeting with Suda- 
nese President Omar El Bashir 
during the EU-Alf ica summit in 
Lisbon, Socrates told Lusa: 
“We have much hope that the 
(Sudanese government) under- 
stands the priority given by the 
EU to resolution of the Darfur 
situation. We are not resigned 
to what is happening and a rapid 
response is needed.” 

Also present at the meeting 
with Sudan’s leader were EU 
Commission chief Jose Manuel 


Barroso and the EU’s foreign 
policy head, Javier Solana. 

The encounter with Sudan’s 
president allowed the EU to re- 
lay its “concern in relation to 
Khartoum’s reluctance to the 
sending of a hybrid AU and UN 
force” to Darfur, added Portu- 
gal’s leader. 

“We were also very clear in 
saying (to the Khartoum re- 
gime) that the peace accord 
signed in 2005 (on Darfur) con- 
tinues to be the basis of the un- 
derstanding. We also said the 
spirit of cooperation present at 
this EU-AU summit has to be 
exploited so the Darfur situa- 
tion can be resolved as quickly 
as possible.” TPN/Lusa

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EU labour ministers fail consensus 
on working hour limits, temps 


Europe will negotiate new 
trade aeeords with Afriea

Portuguese Minister Jose 
Vieira da Silva, who chaired the 
council meeting in Brussels, la- 
mented the failure to reach a con- 
sensus, but said “some progress” 
had been made in bridging posi- 
tions. He expressed hope that an 


agreement wouldbe reached next 
year. 

Britain led the opposition to 
the European Commission’s 
proposal limiting working hours, 
arguing it would restrict compe- 
tition and freedom of choice. 


On the other side, France 
headed countries who opposed 
so-called “opt-out” exemptions 
from the working hours limits, 
saying they infringe workers’ 
rights.

The EU will continue negotia- 
tions with African states next 
year on free-trade accords fol- 
lowing “difficult” debate on the 
issue at the EU-AU summit, Eu- 
ropean Commission chief Jose 
Manuel Barroso said after the 
two-day event in Lisbon. 

During the final session of the 
EU- Africa meeting, Barroso said 
Economic Partnership Agree- 
ments (EPAs) with African states 
would not be finalised ahead of a 
Decembers 1 deadline imposedby 
the World Trade Organisation. 

Some 13 AU states have al- 
ready inked EPAs with the EU, 
Barroso confirmed, but these ac- 
cords are provisional and the two 
blocs will work towards reaching 
definitive pacts in 2008. 

The EPAs are essentially free- 
trade accords and most African 
states fear their markets will be- 
come flooded with cheap Euro- 
pean imports. Barroso told Af- 
rican and European leaders gath- 


ered in Lisbon that negotiations 
on the trade pacts are “difficuh”, 
as they imply change.” 

“It’s a change both for African 
states and European ones and this 
demands time,” Barroso told 
leaders from both continents. 

Barroso used his speech at the 
summit’ s final press conference 
to respond to criticisms from 
Senegalese President Abdoulaye 
Wade, who called for fresh EPA 
talks as the current ones were 
“over”. Wade said the new trade 
talks could begin this month. 

Acknowledging the problems 
in concluding the WTO-led trade 
accords with Africa, Barroso said 
the agreements were designed to 
spur development in African 
states. 

“Our aim was always, and con- 
tinues to be, to conclude EPA 
with the aim of reinforcing re- 
gional integration and guarantee- 
ing genuine development of Af- 
rican countries.” TPN/Lusa

IRS 2007: End of Year Fiscal Housekeeping 


With 2007 drawing quickly to 
a close, it’s time to think about 
tidying up your tax affairs be- 
fore the year ends. The follow- 
ing is a eheeklist of things to 
eonsider before we enter into a 
new tax year: 

1) Medical Expenses: 

a) Remember to write your 
health insuranee provider to get 
an annual statement about the 
bills that were not covered by 
the insuranee. Sinee the 
Insuranee Company should 
have all of the original invoices, 
the eompany’s statement of 
non-reimbursed expenses will 
serve as substantiation for your 
30%taxeredit. 

b) Perhaps you forgot to get 
an invoiee from your dentist or 
doetor? Now is the last 
opportunity before he/she 
eloses the annual books. 
Remember that for eaeh € 1 00 of 
invoiees you will save €30 off 
your IRS ineome tax. Enjoy a 
dinner out with the Mrs. on the 
Taxman! 

2) Educational Expenses 

If you took a course in 
Portuguese, eomputer seienee 
or another interest that you 
might have, be sure to say 
''Factura, se faz favorV and 
have your invoiee ready to 
deelare. 

3) Housing 

If you rented your abode, be 
sure to eomplete a proper rental 
agreement with your landlord. 
You will enjoy the same tax 


break just the same as if you were 
paying a mortgage. 

4) Renewable Energy 
There is a generous eredit (up to 
€761 pa) for renewable energy 
equipment. An investment that 
is spread out between Deeember 
and January ean double your 
allowanee (up to €1,522). 

5) Gifts to Charity 
Finangas will give you uplift of 
up to 1 40% on your eontribution 
to a reeognised Portuguese 
eharity, one quarter ofwhieh will 
be granted as a tax eredit. Now 
you ean afford to be generous! 

6) Computers 

While personal eomputer 
equipment eeased being a tax 
eredit 2005, do not despair! It 
was reinstated in 2006 with the 
eaveat that you are a registered 
student. Double your benefit by 
donating old hardware to your 
loeal school and get a eharity 
eredit as explained in n° 5 . 

7) Sole Traders 

If you have been praetising a 
business activity but have not as 
yet registered, join 
ewroFINESCO’s Sole Trader 
“Start Up” Plan before the end of 
the year to avoid unneeessary 
fines and penalties. 

Ifyou have eeased your business 
aetivity, be sure to de-register 
{cessagdo de actividade), 
otherwise you will be eharged a 
minimum tax. 

8) Property Sales 

If you sold a property in 2007, 
be sure to assemble the following 


doeuments so that you will be 
ready for tax time: 

a) deed of aequisition; 

b) deed of sale; 

e) invoiees from expenses 
sueh as lawyers, notary, estate 
agent, ete. 

d) bills from eapital 
improvements to the property 
over the last 5 years. 

Remember that notaries re- 
port all transaetions to Finangas 
so your failure to report will as- 
sure the wrath of the tax inspee- 
tors. 

As of November 2007, you 
may rollover your eapital gain 
when you move your prineipal 
residenee to anywhere in the EU 
orEEE. To be eligible, proof of 
new resideney is required. 

Remember to save your 
''factums'' and tidy up your af- 
fairs before year’s end. With 
these simple steps, you should 
be able to save hundreds ofEuros 
in taxes next Spring.

It will be a bumpy ride, and 
many fear that it may end with 
renewed war in the Balkans. 
“Serbia will eneourage a mass 
exodus from the (Serbian mi- 
nority’s) enclaves (in Kosovo),” 
predicted Dukagjin Gorani, 
chief aide to Kosovo’s newly 
elected prime minister, Hashim 
Thaci. “They want to win over 
world opinion, and they know 
how bad it will look for Kosovo 
if BBC and CNN are showing 
convoys of Serbs on tractors 
leaving home.” 

We have seen those pictures 
before, in 1998-99, although that 
time it was the Kosovars (Alba- 
nian-speaking Muslims) fleeing 
from Serbian army atrocities. 
Even then the Kosovars ac- 
counted for 90 percent of 
Kosovo’s two million people, 
but they had suffered decades of 
repression by the government in 
Belgrade. Serbs see Kosovo as 
the cradle of their nation, so 
when Kosovar guerillas attacked 
the local army garrisons in 1 998 
they reacted savagely, trying to 
frighten the maj ority population 
into flight. 

About half the Kosovars did 
flee, but after two previous 
rounds of Serbian ethnic cleans- 
ing in Croatia and Bosnia the 
West had had enough ofthe Ser- 
bian dictator, Slobodan 
Milosevic. NATO launched a 
78-day bombing campaign 
against Serbia in early 1 999 that 
ultimately forced Milosevic to 
concede. The Serbian army 
withdrew from Kosovo, NATO 
troops took control, and the 
Kosovar refugees came home — 
but almost half ofthe province ’ s 
200,000-strong Serbian minor- 
ity fled instead. 

Now there are only about 
120,000 Serbs left in Kosovo, 
and it is virtually certain that the 
Serbian government, which ve- 
hemently opposes Kosovo’s in- 
dependence, will tacitly encour- 
age the Serbs living in the more 
isolated enclaves in Kosovo to 
flee. Tragic images will fill the 
television screens once again, 
and the Balkans will be lucky to 
escape another round of vio- 
lence. 

But why is there a crisis over 
independence now? After all, 
the war was eight years ago. It’s 
happening because the pressure 
from Kosovo’ s ethnic Albanian 
maj ority to break the province ’ s 
remaining legal link with Ser- 
bia was growing, and the West 
misjudged Russia. 

The United States in particu- 
lar assumed that the Serbs could 
be forced to relinquish their 
claim to Kosovo — President 
Bush hailed Kosovo’s impend- 
ing independence on his visit 
there last June — and that the 
Russians would reluctantly ac- 
cept the West’s lead as usual. 

Wrong. The Kosovars, 
strongly backed by the United 
States, felt no need to compro- 
mise on their demand for early 
independence, but the Serbs 
turned out to have equally firm 
backing from Russia and were 
unwilling to compromise either. 
Moreover, the Serbs and the 


Russians have international law 
on their side. 

Foreign military intervention 
to prevent a genocide, which is 
what NATO said it was doing in 
1999, can be defended on moral 
grounds, and may even be legal 
if backed by the UN Security 
Council (which the 1999 inter- 
vention in Kosovo wasn’t, due 
to Russian and Chinese opposi- 
tion). But partitioning a sover- 
eign state without its permis- 
sion, which is what is being done 
to Serbia now, is against the UN 
Charter, and would not be legiti- 
mate even if the Security Coun- 
cil did approve. 

And if you can partition Ser- 
bia, then why can ’ t you also par- 
tition the province of Kosovo so 
that the northern bit around 
Mitrovica, where almost half of 
the remaining Serbs live, stays 
in Serbia? Why can’t you parti- 
tion Bosnia, so that the 40 per- 
cent of the population who are 
ethnically Serbian (and live on 
lands that have now been 
“cleansed” of other ethnic 
groups) can unite with Serbia 
itself? 

Why can’t you partition Cy- 
prus, so that the Turkish minor- 
ity get their own country? Why 
can’t you partition Spain or Ro- 
mania or Russia, or anywhere 
that has a restive minority some- 
where on its territory? This is 
why not only Russia, but also 
European Union members like 
Cyprus, Spain and Romania, are 
deeply unhappy about present 
US and EU policy, and at least 
in Cyprus’s case will refuse to 
back it. 

There is no good answer. 
Should the West leave the 
Kosovars in perpetual limbo, 
administeredby UN bureaucrats 
and guarded by 16,000 NATO 
soldiers? No. Force them back 
under Serbian rule? Unthink- 
able and undoable. Partition 
Serbia and give Kosovo its in- 
dependence, leaving the NATO 
soldiers there to protect what’s 
left of the Serbian minority and 
to stop Serbia itself from inter- 
vening? Maybe that’s the least 
bad option, but it’s still a thor- 
oughly bad one. 

And by the way, what the 
Kosovars, or at least a great 
many of them, really want is not 
independence. It is union with 
Albania. As a Kosovar student 
leader said this week at a pro- 
independence demonstration in 
the capital, Pristina, “independ- 
ence is itself a compromise.”

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A new chapter of Jewish history in Portugal 



Few are the relics of any Jewish presence in Portugal, despite in 1496 being nearly two thirds 
dominated by one of man’s oldest religions. Believers of the Jewish faith were driven out of Europe and 
into Northern Africa by the 1 755 inquisition, any of their remnants destroyed and replaced by 
Catholicism. 


One surviving testament to 
Portugal’s little known past is 
the Jewish Cemetery in Faro, 
now painstakingly eonverted 
into a heritage eentre and mu- 


seum. 

It is also home to another sur- 
viving pieee of history, a copy 
of the first ever book to be 
printed in Portugal, a 1 1 0-page 


Pentateuch written in Hebrew, 
believed to have been printed in 
Faro, on June 30*, 1487. Due to 
its historical value the original 
book is currently in the care of 


the British Library, London. 

Counting 107 graves, the 
cemetery has witnessed the 
burial of members of some 60 
Jewish families the first of

which, that of Rabbi Josef 
Toledano, took place in 1838. 

It is thought there are only 
four Jewish cemeteries in the 
country, though Faro’s cem- 
etery is the only remaining ves- 
tige of post-inquisition Jewish 
presence in Portugal. 

Traditionally, Jews have 
very simple graves, made from 
solid cement or stone. No names 
are inscribed on the very tiny 
ones, an indication of the Jew- 
ish belief that mothers who lose 
their newborn children should 
sever the bond. Only male fam- 
ily members are allowed to at- 
tend a child’ s burial. Stones are 
scattered on the tombs, placed 
there instead of flowers to rep- 
resent their eternity, a stark re- 
flection of the practicality and 
simplicity on which Judaism is 
based. 

Making up the rest of the her- 
itage centre is a captivating Syna- 
gogue-museum, as well as a mu- 
seum dedicated to the memory 
of the original re storer of F aro ’ s 
Jewish cemetery, Isaac Bitton, 
which was inaugurated earlier 
this year, on June 3'‘‘*. 

Faro’s original synagogue 
was destroyed in the 1 960 ’ s as 
demand failed to justify its up- 
keep. There are three existing 
synagogues in Portugal. 

Now completely restored, 
the cemetery, as indeed the en- 
tire centre, provides a fascinat- 
ing insight to the Jewish reli- 
gion, being utterly compelling 
to people of all faiths. 

It is owned and run by Ralf 
and Judith Pinto, South- Afri- 
cans who arrived in the Algarve 
in 1 990, where they still live in 
Portimao. 

Their son’s wedding was the 
first traditional Jewish wedding 
to take place in Portimao in 
more than 500 years. 

They were introduced to the 
cemetery through an Israeli 
nurse working at Faro hospital. 
After seeing its dilapidated 
state, they decided to get in 


touch with Isaac Bitton, who 
years earlier had started a trust 
fund for its renovation in col- 
laboration with a Synagogue in 
Lisbon. 

Authorisation was granted 
for the couple to manage and use 
the fund. 

“We just fell in love with the 
place”, Judith told The Portu- 
gal News. 

With Ralf as the self-con- 
fessed “concept-creator”, and 
Judith being the one who “ex- 
ecutes the concept”, together 
they moved some 30 tonnes of 
rubble and lovingly restored the 
grounds surrounding the an- 
cient gravestones. 

Over the years more con- 
cepts and execution followed, 
and now the cemetery is a fully- 
fledged heritage centre that has 
been visited by Portuguese dig- 
nitaries of the highest rankings. 
In front of the centre 18 large 
trees tower grandly, if not 
somewhat soberly, above those 
who pass through its gates, the 
very last one planted by Portu- 
guese President Mario Soares, 
in the early 1990’s. 

“Coming from a suburb of 
4000 Jewish families in Sea 
Point, South Africa, it was sur- 
prising when we realised we 
were one of just one thousand 
families in the whole of Portu- 
gal”, said Ralf. 

It is estimated there are 
around 600 Jewish families in 
Lisbon, the remaining 400 
spread around the rest of the 
country. 

“We now live for this cen- 
tre”, said his wife. 

A visit to the Jewish Herit- 
age Centre is an educational and 
enriching experience. 

It is open Monday to Friday, 
09h30-12h00, and in the after- 
noon by appointment only (ex- 
cept Saturdays.

The driver of an Audi 80 was 
killed after his ear veered off the 
EN 125 and crashed into a house, 
completely destroying the prop- 
erty and leaving the owner home- 
less.

The house, an old property 
comprising one single room, was 
completely destroyed, leaving 
its 50-year-old male resident 
shaken and with a few light inju- 
ries. 

Faro’s Civil Protection serv- 
ice are trying to find the man al- 
ternative accommodation. For 
now he is being put up in a B&B 
in the city centre. 


Man detained for illegal hunting 

Faro GNR police have arrested a 39-year-old individual 
found in the possession of 70 dead birds and 74 
homemade traps. 


GNR sources have said that 
the man, a resident in Sao Bras 
de Alportel, had been hunting 
in a concessioned reserve des- 
ignated to the Vizinhos dos 
Machados hunting association, 
from Sao Bras de Alportel. 

For the crime of which he is 
accused, the individual could be 
punished with up to six months 
in jail, ora 100-day paid fine. 

The same source further 


added that dentations regarding 
this sort of crime are “relatively 
rare”, as it is “very hard to catch 
someone red-handed”. 

In this particular case, the 
suspect was found in posses- 
sion of 42 robins, 14 song 
thrushes, nine black caps, two 
blackbirds, two bramblings, and 
a stonechat. 

Of the 74 traps, 30 were set 
up to catch prey. 
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Algarvean olive oil loses quality 


Despite registering a 200 per 
cent rise in sales the quality of 
Algarvean olive oil is reportedly 
worsening following an infesta- 
tion of Mediterranean flies, un- 
seasonable heat, and funguses. 

Once home to some 20 olive 
presses, the Algarve this year 
expects to reap some 5.5 thou- 
sand tonnes of olives with just 
five presses legally working. 

Even though figures in quan- 


tity have risen since last year, the 
levels of acidity and natural fat 
have shown to be above the rec- 
ommended amounts. 

According to Castelao 
Rodrigues, head of the regional 
Agriculture and Fisheries Asso- 
ciation DRAPAlg, this is due to 
“Mediterranean flies, a ‘gafa’ 
fungus, and heat”, adding that, as 
the last of this season’ s olives are 
reaped this month, the best vari- 


ety produced this year is the 
Algarvean ‘ma9anilha’, so called 
due to its larger size and shape of 
an apple - a maga. 

Castelao Rodrigues visited 
two of the region’s five olive oil 
producers to gain insight from 
their workers. 

Renato Rocha, head of 
‘Alberto Rocha’ , an olive press- 
ing company that has been opera- 
tional for more than 1 00 years. 


said, “It was a bad harvest. Peo- 
ple did not treat their olives 
properly and there were para- 
sites and funguses to contend 
with”. 

Santa Catarina’s Fonte do 
Bispo farming cooperative re- 
ceived more than 600 tonnes of 
olives during last season’s cam- 
paign and also complained of 
poor quality and high levels of 
acidity in the final product.

CCTV.from p.1 

Downtown Oporto, where a 
recent spate of assassinations 
of night club guards has gen- 
erated a generalised sense of 
insecurity in the city, is set to 
be the first venue in Portugal 
where every movement will be 
monitored by CCTV. 

With the plan approved for 
Oporto, problem areas in 
Guimaraes have also received 
the green light next to install 
cameras. 

Coimbra, Portimao and 
Fatima, all have pending re- 
quests currently being evalu- 
ated by the N ational Data Pro- 
tection Commission (CNPD). 

The government has indi- 
cated that it wants to highlight 
the advantages of installing 
CCTV in problem areas, and 
has praised the decision by the 
CNPD in relation to Oporto 
and Guimaraes. 

The CNPD approved the in- 
stallation of cameras in 
Oporto, but with a number of 
prerequisites, including the 
blurring of people’s faces, that 
no sound recordings are made 
and that the cameras are only 
operational between 21h00 
and 07h00. 

Should a crime be commit- 
ted, a high ranking police of- 


ficer, armed with a password, 
will be able to view images of 
suspects with their faces be- 
ing shown clearly. 

In Portimao, a request has 
been filed with the CNPD to 
have cameras installed along 
the riverside and at the beach 
and nightspots in Praia da 
Rocha. Coimbra has asked 
for approval to have cameras 
placed in its bustling down- 
town area while F Mma want 
CCTV cameras covering the 
sanctuary. 

The Ministry of Internal 
Affairs has already ex- 
pressed its support for the in- 
stallation of cameras in cit- 
ies and towns across the 
country and has taken it 
upon itself to deal with all re- 
quests lodged by councils 
with the CNPD to use CCTV. 

In comments to Correio da 
Manhd, government offi- 
cials explained that while 
councils will have to cover 
the cost of purchasing sur- 
veillance equipment, the 
Ministry of Internal Affairs 
will install the cameras free 
of charge and will also allo- 
cate the human resources 
necessary to monitor images 
obtained from CCTV.

and excitable, but if s lacking the 
full, communal, atmospheric feel 
of a big club. The Pacha brand, 
however, means the club won’t 
struggle to get big-name DJs. 

Covering the full range of mu- 
sical styles, from hip-hop to 
house. Pacha Marrakech can cre- 


ate its own style. The vibe, 
slightly more chilled out than 
those on offer in Ibiza and else- 
where, could appeal to older, ex- 
perienced British and French 
clubbers more evident than the 
teenage tribes. 

With the increase in budget 


flights, the country and the city 
are going to attract a wider range 
of people. Thomsonfly gets you 
here so quickly that it’s worth a 
weekend, and cheaply enough to 
rival the cost of a night out in 
town, leaving you with enough 
cash to emerge, trinket-laden 
from the local markets. 

Clearly, there are sharks on 
many of the market stalls, but bar- 
ter hard and there are some real 
deals to be had. 


The nightclub in the desert proves there is more to Morocco than 
camels, fezzes, tasty spices and ornate rugs. 


Try to imagine Morocco and 
you think deserts, camels and 
fezzes. Y our mind might drift to 
exciting markets, tasty spices and 
omaterugs. What you don’t think 
is glow sticks, strobe lighting and 
thumping techno. But there it is, 
and here we are. Welcome to 
Pacha, Marrakech. The nightclub 
in the desert. 

Since the UK’s super-club 
scene fell over, clubbing back 
home has splintered into niche 
nights, often conducted in dank, 
dark and cramped basement 
clubs. Vast, salubrious venues 
with giant stages, podia and light- 
ing rigs to rival opening night on 
the Jean Michelle Jarre world 
tour exist only in the world of 
advertising, and the dreams of 
club promoters. 

In Morocco, they’ve got 
plenty of space. So on the out- 
skirts of Marrakech, they’ve 


sunk a palatial monument to 
dance culture in the foothills of 
the Atlas Mountains. 

It’s gob-smackingly impres- 
sive. From miles away, light 
beams fired in to the night sky 
draw the eye. At the entrance, 
towering columns lead to tree- 
lined arcades and landscaped 
courtyards. 

Walk up and in, and a passage 
opens up on to a giant swimming 
pool, with loungers littering the 
poolsides and scattered palm 
trees. To one side, atop class res- 
taurant, at the back, a smaller live 
music venue replete with huge 
black sofas. Behind it the club 
lurks invitingly. The building is 
pure pimped up bombast. 

Our guide takes us through to 
a restaurant - one of two in the 
complex- where the service is ex- 
cellent, the food international and 
first class and the setting as gen- 


tle and comforting as the fine ar- 
ray of drinks on offer. 

The clientele appears to be the 
great and good of the city - Pacha 
Marrakech seems to be carving 
itself a significant slice of what- 
ever high-end entertainment busi- 
ness there is around. 

On the evidence of our visit, 
that’s more than you might ex- 
pect. Men in Armani suits recline 
while admiring the slinky dresses 
of bejewelled Arabian prin- 
cesses. 

Inside the club, the Moroccans 
party with great gusto and there 
is a more relaxed attitude to men 
and women mixing than you’d 
find anywhere else in this a pre- 
dominantly Muslim, Arabist 
country. But the crowd does not 
live up to the expectations the 
venue raised. It’s young, drunk

Down a quiet alleyway near 
the Medina is the unassuming en- 
tranee to a boutique hotel called 
La Maison Arabe. Formerly a 
restaurant to the rich and famous, 
it was bought by an Italian busi- 
nessman a few years ago and has 
been completely renovated. 

Inside it’ s a wonderful place - 
small enough to be charming, big 
enough that you don’t feel 
crowded, with attentive staff and 
a delicate, happy atmosphere. 
Rooms are large, sumptuous, and 
supremely well kept. A short 
journey from the main site is an 
impressive outdoor pool, perfect 
for working off hangovers after a 
night in Pacha. 

If clubbing exertions really 
knock you for six, I can strongly 
recommend the masseuse in the 
basement. The full workout in- 
volves a mud rub, rinse, cool bath 
and then a massage. 

I once had a Turkish massage 
from a 20-stone man-monster 
that left me unable to sit up, let 
alone walk, but this was more 
measured. Without a hint of im- 
propriety, they work on every 
knotted muscle to work out all the 
tension, and all the while you feel 
your stress dissipate. 

A weekend in Morocco 
wouldn’t be complete without 
dipping into the country’s var- 
ied and exciting cuisine, and as a 
special treat we were given a les- 
son in cooking from a top local 
chef 

Moroccans take great pride in 
their food heritage - as well they 
might. The country’s history of 
invasion, counter invasion and 
empire has seen a vast array of 
peoples march through, many 
leaving behind exciting spices and 
recipes which the locals have 
moulded into a unique eating ex- 
perience. 

The food is spicy and flavour- 
tlil, loaded with garlic, saffron, gin- 
ger and cinnamon, without being 
too hot on the tongue. It’s also 
very simple to prepare and cook. 
The vegetables, meat and spices 
are mixed up in tagines, cone- 
shaped clay pots, and then 
mounted on the stove. Everything 
you need, including tagines, can be 
bought cheaply at the market. 

Marrakech has the feel of a 
place where the tourist trade is 
really changing. And with Pacha 
and hotels like La Maison Arabe 
already making their mark it 
won’t be long before it’ s hosting 
more than the traditional bunch 
of back-packing inter-railers off 
the ferry from Spain and short- 
stop holidaymakers destined for 
the Atlantic coasts. 

With new, regular, budget 
flights, the city and the country 
has every right to boom, and if the 
nightclub is a reliable indicator, 
they’re going about it in exactly 
the right way.

At the beginning of October 
we were surprised by royal visi- 
tors. Our orphan children were 
so excited. A huge brightly col- 
oured - psychedelic helicopter 
landed right outside our Girls 
House. We were expecting a 
Sentebale Director and he did 
arrive accompanied by Prince 
Seeiso, who is the younger 
brother of King Letsie 3rd, of 
Lesotho. Prince Harry who you 
all know. They were met by our 
young social worker/pilot Grant 
and local social worker Ben 
Letuma. It was a fact finding, 
low-key visit . Fun was had by 
all. 


Our children were thrilled to 
meet their own Prince Seeiso. It 
is heart warming that orphans 
who are often viewed as the least 
important children, can play 
with one of the most important 
men in Lesotho today. It is a visit 
they will never forget. 

Both Princes explored our 
Methodist Children’s Centre 
and newly opened Shepherds 
School. They played with our 
children and asked many ques- 
tions. Our own Prince Harry of- 
ten gets a somewhat mixed press 
in England. Maybe increased 
cover of his charity work would 
give a more balanced picture? 


He certainly has a warm way with 
children in need. He isn't talking 
about helping. He puts his feet 
where his mouth is. Its hands-on 
work and its proving a blessing 
to thousands of HIV/Aids orphans 
in Lesotho. 

Sentebale is the charity trust 
started by Prince Seeiso and 
Prince Harry to honour the lives 
of their mothers. Sentebale is the 
sesotho word for the small blue 
flower - forget-me-nots. They 
grow in England and on the moun- 
tains of Lesotho. 

The Methodist Children’s 
Centre opened its doors to 
Lesotho orphans in Feb 2006. 


Amazingly, it has, to date, been 
totally funded by donations 
from friends and family for 
which we always give grateful 
thanks. 

Now we have very welcome 
news. Sentebale have con- 
firmed that they will assist us 
each month, with the payment 
of our core expenses. They will 
pay local staff wages (our for- 
eigners are all volunteers 
funded by their own local 
churches) and food costs. 
These are our two highest ex- 
penses. 

Yes, there will still be extra 
costs like school uniforms and 
ploughing and health care, but 
the burden of finding sufficient 
money each month has lifted. 

As a team we would want 
friends and family to continue 
to support us. We believe that 
they are blessed by blessing us. 

We plan to start a new 
project next year in four small 
villages near Quthing, in the far 
south of Lesotho. What we save 
in Semonkong, we will spend 
on the new project. 120 or- 
phans await our help. We have 
been invited to open a 2nd Chil- 
dren’ s Centre. 

We share with the Directors 
of Sentebale a heart for all the 
orphans in Lesotho. The 
number grows daily. We have 
in common a desire to keep or- 
phans within their own com- 
munities. Only children in dire

In F ebruary 2006, under the 
authority of the Lesotho 
Methodist Church, Jill offi- 
cially opened a Children's 
Centre in Semonkong, to al- 
leviate the suffering of the 
2,000 AIDS orphans in the 
area. Initially 21 of the most 
desperate orphans, between 
the ages of 6 and 14 years, 
were given a place to live. 

Today that number has 
grown to 41 children. The 
youngest being two-year old 
Margaret. Semonkong con- 
sists of 84 rural villages in 
Lesotho, Southern Africa. 

The Centre is funded en- 
tirely by gifts or donations.

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Space-saving ideas 
for the bathroom 


In lots of homes, especially conversions, bathrooms are shoehorned in 
and thus iack space - and, often, iight as weii. 


If this applies to your bath- 
room, consider making the room 
you’ve got go further by incorpo- 
rating space-saving ideas. 

Free-standing basins are per- 
ennially popular, but vanity units 
are a good alternative if you want 
lots of storage under your basin 
without it taking up much more 
space. 

If you haven’t considered a 
vanity unit, take a look at some 
of the contemporary designs 
available. And if, having done so, 
vanity units still aren’t your 


thing, there are plenty of clever 
storage solutions for around ba- 
sins, above cisterns and in the 
comer of the bath, etc. 

When storing towels is a prob- 
lem, consider fixing a metal towel 
shelf on one of the walls, so they 
can be stacked up on there. 

Use heavy-duty toggle screws 
for this if it’s a hollow wall or, 
better still, screw into the studs, 
and if it’s a solid wall, use suit- 
able Rawlplugs and screws, 
which are often supplied with the 
shelf. 


If you’re stmggling for places 
to hang towels when they’re in 
use, fix a towel rail, perhaps a 
double one, on the back of the 
door, but remember to use (fairly 
long) wood screws. 

Perhaps the most obvious way 
to save space is to have the 
shower over the bath, rather than 
in a separate cubicle. 

You could do this simply by 
having a shower hose attachment 
on your bath mixer taps and a 
hook on the wall for it for when 
you want to shower. 


A more popular option is to 
have a separate shower. If you 
want an electric one, don’t at- 
tempt to fit this yourself. Some 
showers require a pump to im- 
prove the water pressure and, 
again, get a professional in to 
install this. 

Electrical work in a bathroom 
should rarely, if ever, be at- 
temptedby DIYers. Play safe and 
employ an electrician and if 
you’re buying electrical fittings 
(in practice, usually lights), make 
sure they’re suitable for the bath- 
room zone they’ll be in. 

The zones are worked out ac- 
cording to their proximity to the 
taps, shower and bath, etc, and 
all good bathroom lights should 
say what zone they ’ re suitable for 
and/or their ingress protection, or 
IP, rating. Some even have a dia- 
gram of the zones on the box, 
though you can easily find this on 
the internet. 

It’s also a good idea to get an 
electrician to fit an extractor fan, 
if you don’t already have one. 
Extractor fans reduce the dam- 
age caused by condensation and 
so make maintaining your new 
bathroom decor easier. 

Ifyouhaven’tbudgeted forthis 
expense, you’d be wise to do so, 
especially if your bathroom 
doesn’t have a window, because 
proper moisture extraction is vi- 
tal. If you’re unsure about what 
electrical work you can legally do 
in your bathroom, consult your 
council’s Building Control de- 
partment. 

In fact, it’s a good idea to dis- 
cuss your plans for a new bath- 
room with Building Control to 
check that they comply with 
Building Regulations. 

If you’re replacing your exist- 
ing bathroom like for like, this is 
unlikely to apply, but changes or 
additions to the drainage work 
may be of interest to Building 
Control. 

You should also let your wa- 
ter supplier know if you’re re- 
routing the pipework or making 
other changes to the water sup- 
ply, in case you’re breaking the 
water byelaws. 

Once you’ve settled on the lay- 
out and fixtures and fittings for 
your new bathroom and have 
checked you’re not breaking the 
law with your plans, you need to 


decide who’ s going to fit the bath- 
room. 

It ’ s obviously much cheaper to 
do the work yourself, but unless 
you’re a very experienced and 
competent DIY er, this will prob- 
ably be a false economy. 

The best-case scenario is that 
your bathroom refit is straight- 
forward and simply entails ba- 
sic plumbing work with easy-to- 
use modem fittings and stand- 
ard DIY equipment, much of 
which you probably already 
have. 


But, as with any DIY job, it’s 
all too easy to come across unex- 
pected problems as you progress. 

As you’re dealing with water, 
which can do a lot of damage to 
your home, andpossibly electric- 
ity, which can be lethal to you, 
especially combined with water, 
a refit is usually best left to the 
professionals. 

And with budget bathroom 
suites costing very little, you can 
afford to pay a plumber if you’d 
rather not risk doing the work 
yourself.

What’s in store 

This is the time of year when many of us like to have plants 
decorating our homes, especially the ones that are recognised 
as the ones to buy for the Christmas season, but below are two 
that will give pleasure, not only during the festive season, but 
for many months of the year. 

African Violets are very rewarding plants and we have, on 
many occasions kept several of them for ten or more years, by 
which time they have attained a hard woody ‘trunk’ of between 
1 5 and 20cm long. They are found in a large range of colours 
within the pinks through red, blues and white or variegated, 
their flowers either single or double. We have also found that 
they have two flowering periods during the year. Some people 
do find these plants difficult to grow but if you adhere to one or 
two rules you should be successful. They need to be grown in a 
well drained fertile soil mixture with the water given with ex- 
treme care to avoid getting the centre of the plant wet. The best 
way is to stand the pot in water until the soil is saturated and 
then remove it from the water and drain well as they must never 
be left standing in water. They thrive in bright light but out of 
direct sunlight with a temperature that ranges between 1 8“C 
and 24“C. They benefit from a liquid fertiliser every two to three 
weeks during the two flowering periods. 

Another rewarding plant during these winter months is the 
Cymbidium, an orchid that usually comes into flower in time 
for Christmas with its large sprays emerging from within the 
strap shaped leaves. Colours range through cream to green and 
rust to dark red with the flower lip a darker shade or contrasting 
colour. These need a very open soil mixture, preferably one 
that has been especially prepared for orchids. We keep ours 
outside in a shady place during most of the year only bringing 
them in doors during the flowering period. Do not let them dry 
out completely and more important, do not leave them standing 
in water. During the hot summer months we spray ours two or 
three times a week. They benefit from an application of ferti- 
liser on a monthly basis during the flowering period. As with 
the maj ority of orchids they are very rewarding as their flowers 
last for three or four months.

There’s so mueh stress sur- 
rounding ereating a perfect 
Christmas meal, but I’ve de- 
cided to come out of the closet 
and confess that I’d far rather 
receive compliments for the 
decoration of my Christmas ta- 
ble than my cooking. 

As I’m not an adventurous 
cook, or blessed with gourmet/ 
foodie relatives, but the lunch 
(or dinner in our home) is still 
an occasion to linger over, my 
guess is that the magical look 
of the table is what my family 
will remember more. 

In fact, I feel almost child- 
ishly disappointed if I don’t get 
a good few ‘oohs and aahs’ 
when guests see my table set- 
ting because that - and of 
course the tree - should be the 
two focal points of the house. 

This year I’m going for a 
classic gold and silver combo, 
which is one of the fashionable 
choices for this season’s ta- 
bles, according to Julie Miller, 
head of creative styling for SI A 
homewares. 

She says: “Gold and silver is 
such an elegant and timeless 
look. Key ingredients should 
be silver candlesticks, maybe 
silver or gold embellished 
chinaware and glass, and a 
luxurious velvet, sequinned or 
delicately embroidered table 
runner. 

“Laying several runners 
across the table, rather than a 
single one down the centre 
gives a dramatic effect, espe- 
cially if you use a centrepiece 
- arranged lengthways down 
the table -of faux flowers in- 
terspersed with a collection of 
candles, fruit and gourds.” 

Don ’ t worry if you don ’ t pos- 
sess heirloom china or stately 
home style damask cloths. 
Those aren’t necessary for a 


successful table, instead 
what’s needed is imagination, 
allowing time to try out the 
basics of your theme on the ta- 
ble before the big day, and 
making it special with personal 
touches. 

TV’s House Doctor, Ann 
Maurice, a consultant for TK 
Maxx, agrees: “The essence of 
a successful Christmas table is 
the personal details, whether 
it’s fruits or leaves you’ve 
sprayed gold and silver, or 
strands of ivy picked from the 
garden wound around chair 
backs, or maybe just a winding 
row of tiny coloured glass con- 
tainers holding tea lights down 
the centre of the table. 

“I think a table should look 
as magical as possible. It’s bet- 
ter to stick to a two-colour 
theme and one of my favourite 
combinations this year is burnt 
orange and lime green. I’m us- 
ing a gold table runner, bronze 
baubles, and either green nap- 
kins or plants.” 

She cautions that a centre- 
piece shouldn’t be too high so 
that people can’t see each other 
or easily talk across the table, 
and says: “Place labels adorned 
with a tiny photo of each guest 
pinned to each napkin, and a 
tiny gift like sweets in a pretty 
package or box beside each 
plate will make your table 
unique.” 

If you’re time-poor, Sally 
Bendelow. head of home design 
at Marks and Spencer, says: 
“Mixing plain white tableware 
with boldly coloured charger 
plates, glassware or decorations 
is a foolproof way of quickly 
getting a great effect. 

“Then pop left-over tree bau- 
bles into tall clear vases and 
display one or two as a simple, 
but stunning centrepiece or 


simply fill the centre of a 
wreath with a pyramid of col- 
oured baubles.” 

The best tables are those 
with surprising effects - a strik- 
ing colour scheme or imagina- 
tive details - that don’t simply 
rely on coloured napkins or a 
seasonal tablecloth. 

So on your marks get set, and 
guarantee yourself some com- 
pliments on Christmas Day, re- 
gardless of your culinary skills.

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Give turkey the bird 



Worried about bird fiu or can’t track down a decent turkey for iess 
than €150? Find out the best aiternatives for a tasty Christmas 
dinner. 


There’s a flurry of feathers 
and jubilant hissing around the 
festive table this year as goose 
swoops baek to claim its place as 
a tasty alternative to turkey. 

Turkey hasn’t always been 
the traditional choice for the 
Christmas dinner. For centuries 
festivities weren’t complete 
without a goose as the main 
course, until modem farmers 
concentrated on turkey - cheap 
and easy to mass-produce - and 
it boomed in popularity. 

There are around 350,000 
geese reared for human con- 
sumption in the UK, and their 
taste usually appeals to those 
who also like roast duck. 

It’s generally recognised that 


the best goose will come direct 
from the producer or an accred- 
ited butcher, but it’s also avail- 
able in supermarkets. 

The bird’s flesh is dark and 
succulent, and if it’s well cooked 
the fat content is lower than lamb 
or beef, and most of the fat is 
mono-unsaturated, the kind 
found in olive oil which is be- 
lieved to help lower cholesterol. 

Goose is a more common 
choice in many European coun- 
tries, and Scandinavians usually 
celebrate Christmas on Christ- 
mas Eve with a roast goose or 
duck. 

Either are traditionally accom- 
panied by apples and pmnes 
used for the stuffing and red cab- 


bage cooked with a tart berry 
juice, such as blackcurrant, as 
well as sugar-glazed potatoes. 

So why not give turkey the bird 
and try Sonia Stevenson’s 
Scandinavian Roast Goose 
served with Danish Red Cab- 
bage? Both recipes are from Easy 
Christmas, a book packed with 
delicious, easy to prepare dishes 
to cook for festive bmnches, 
lunches and parties. 

TIPS FOR BUYING GOOSE 

: : Buy your bird from a repu- 
table free-range producer. 

:: Allow for 11b per person 
when buying fresh oven-ready 
goose as although it is a large- 
boned bird much of the fat drains 
away during cooking.

: : Check the size of your oven 
before buying. A goose is often 
much longer than a turkey and 
needs a bigger oven and roasting 
tin. 

: : Look for a broad breast and 
golden skin. This shows that the 
bird’ s been free to roam and had 
ample grass to eat. Avoid birds 
with brown or blue tinges in the 
flesh which could indicate poor 
care. The best birds give to the 
touch if you press the spine.

Scandinavian Roast Goose 


Ingredients Serves six 
1 goose, about 6kg 
250g pitted prunes 
500g tart apples, peeled, cored 
and quartered 

Itbsp cornflour mixed with 
Itbsp water 
75 ml red wine 
1 50-300ml chicken stock 
3-4tbsp cream 

Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

To prepare: 

Dry the goose inside and out 
with kitchen paper then rub with 
salt andpepper and prick the skin 
all over with a skewer or sharp- 
pronged fork. 

Scald the prunes with boiling 
water then stuff the goose with 
the apples and prunes. Rub the 
skin with salt. 

Put the goose breast up on a 
rack in a roasting tin. Put in a cold 
oven, turn the temperature to 
170C/325F/Gas 3 and roast for 
45 minutes. Add a little water to 
the pan and roast for three and a 
half hours; or according to size. 

(To calculate the cooking time, 
allow 40 minutes per kilogram). 

Take care not to let the water 
dry up - add extra as necessary. 
The goose is done when an in- 
stant-read thermometer reaches 


82C/180F. 

Alternatively, the juices 
should run clear when you prick 
the leg at the thickest part. Wag- 
gle the leg bone a little - it should 
move in the socket. Transfer to a 
platter. 

Lift all but two tablespoons of 
fat from the tin into a gravy sepa- 
rator or jug to lift off the fat. Pour 
the gravy juices into a small bowl 
and stir in the cornflour mixture. 
Increase the oven temperature to 
240C/475F/Gas 9. Return the 
goose to the roasting tin, pour 
two tablespoons cold water over 
the breast and return the bird to 
the oven. 

Pour the wine into a clear 
saucepan, add one tablespoon of 
the reserved goose fat, bring to 
the boil and reduce until syrupy. 
Add the gravy juices mixture and 
the stock and return to the boil, 
stirring constantly. Season well 
with salt and pepper and stir in 
the cream. 

To purchase your goose, or 
turkey, pork, or whichever is 
your favourite choice of meat, 
visit Blue Rock Butchers in 
Carvoeiro.

formed that he had to be in travel 
straps attaehed to the seat belt. 
She ‘talked’ her way out of it. 
However, another story had a 
different ending — result being 
a €200 fine per dog!!! This 
frightened me enough to make 
sure Cleo had her straps on for 
the 5min j oumey to the V ets yes- 
terday. Y es it seems an effort 
and I guess with a strong large 
energetie dog it really would put 
you off leaving the premises. 
However, I am lueky all of mine 
both large and small will allow 
me to put the straps on and strap 
them in — time eonsuming how- 
ever it has to be said. 

I suppose if one thinks it 
through it makes sense. The rea- 
son being that in the event of a 
sudden braking, the forward 
foree of a dog eatapulted from 
the back seat could well result 
in dog going through the wind- 
screen or seriously damage a 
front seat passenger. 

The three options open to us 
are the car harnesses, these can 
be used as leads as well for the 
quick ‘pit stop’ during a long 
journey. 

There are two designs of car 
harness, both imminently more 
sensible than my 20 year old 
ones. One style can be slotted 
into the seatbelt fitting, the other 
is slotted around the seat belt . 
The prices vary ffom€ 1 8 to €26 
dependant on the type and size. 
Apart from the fiddling about to 
put them on I have always been 
a keen fan of them — especially 
with puppies and all my puppies 
were trained to be in them 
from 8 weeks old. Some of the 
harnesses can be attached to 
ring fittings in the boots of 
some cars — depends on the 
car. 

Second option is to fit a dog 
guard to protect the passen- 
gers from flying fur. These 
come in various sizes, start at 
€26 to €45 . This is an easy an- 
swer but personally I hate my 
dogs loose in the boot for a 
couple of reasons, they fly 
from side to side when cor- 
nering and I am neurotic about 
someone hitting the tailgate 
when in traffic — this is just a 
personal thing though. It was 
always easier during the long 
drives here to have the dogs 
on the back seat where I could 
give them water during the 
long hot stretches in Spain. 

The third option is to fit a 
cage on the back seat, the soft 
sided ones wouldbe ideal, they 
would have to be large enough 
for the dog to turn about and 
stand up but not so large the 
dog flies all over the cage on 
cornering. 

Quite what I will do for my 
Crufts marathon I am not sure 
— I have a couple of months 
to think thatthrough. Cleo and 
Merlin will be on the back seat 
— either in my fabric cage — 
if it will fit, or in straps. How- 
ever, the straps willplay havoc 
with those long black groomed 
coats!!!

The Museu da Marinha (Navy 
Museum) opened an exhibition

The Art Of Oratory 

Compiled by Charles Mosley 
is published in hardback by 
Worth Press. 

This entertaining eompen- 
dium of oratory eontains ex- 
eerpts from 150 famous 
speeehes by renowned people 
through the ages, beginning with 
Jaeob in the Old Testament and 
ending with Gordon Brown’s 
party eonferenee speeeh last 
year. 

Eaeh exeerpt is aeeompanied 
by notes written by the author, 
giving us a potted biography of 
the speaker and the eireum- 
stances under whieh the speeeh 
was delivered. 

A brilliant orator ean make a 
badly-written speeeh sound 
good, whereas a really bad 
speaker will send his audienee 
to sleep, or slinking towards the 
exit, even if the speeeh was put 
together by a literary genius. 

The problem with a book of 
this kind is that one eannot judge 
the standard of the oratory it 
deals with, beeause most of the 
speeehes were delivered before 
reeording deviees were in- 
vented. A few written deserip- 
tions by eontemporary observ- 
ers are all that we have to go by. 

Most of the pre-20th eentury 
speeehes are heavy going, be- 
eause of their eumbersome eon- 
struetion, long words and sen- 
tenees and elassieal and religious 
allusions. To the modem eye,

they appear pretentious. 

After the 1920s things get 
better, and a pleasing simplic- 
ity of style becomes evident. 
Inevitably and rightly, the 
speeches of Winston Churchill, 
a brilliant writer and orator, fea- 
ture prominently in this book. 

He became Britain’s Prime 
Minister after the F all of France 
in 1940, and rallied Britain to 
successfully defy the Nazis, 
whenalessermanmighthave ca- 
pitulated. 

His stirring speeches, broad- 
cast to the nation via the “wire- 
less” as it was then called, and 
newsreels, still have the capac- 
ity to stir the emotions, even 
though they may sound old- 
fashioned. 

The speeches were abso- 
lutely right for their time, and 
should be read or listened to in 
that context. 

Charles Mosley’s lengthy 
notes about the speakers and 
their speeches are most readable 
and puncture a few myths. 

Fascinating snippets 

abound, such as the revelation 
that Sir Walter Raleigh’s head, 
chopped off in 16 16 because of 
his alleged treason, was kept 
pickled and in a leather bag, by 
his wife until she died. The rest 
of him was buried in St 
Margaret’s Church, Westmin- 
ster after his execution.

Distorted Vision 


My husband started wearing 
glasses as a young pre-adoles- 
eent. Growing up he resented 
them and found them espeeially 
annoying when partieipating in 
sports. His glasses were broken 
more times than he eares to re- 
member. The first day I ever laid 
eyes on him I was in the tenth 
grade. I watehed from the side- 
lines while he and other students 
played toueh football on Sep- 
tember 2, 1972. I probably 
wouldn’t have even noticed the 
extremely timid and skinny boy 
if his glasses hadn’tbroken dur- 
ing a tackle that afternoon. His 
brother and the other players 
thought he should go to the 
emergency room to make sure 
no broken glass had made its 
way into his eye. Thankfully 
his eye was fine but he had to 
look at life through broken and 
distorted lenses for a time. One 
hour optical stores did not ex- 
ist in those days. 

I did not start wearing glasses 
until about age 30. A week ago 
my lens popped out and I had 
to function for a few hours with 
less than perfect vision. I was 
amazed at how disoriented I felt 
with my unclear, hazy vision. 
A quick trip to the shopping 
center and a five minute wait 
while a new screw was inserted 
solved my problem com- 
pletely. 

In our lives, pain and afflic- 
tion sometimes function like 
cracked lenses. The trials and 
difficulties we face distort our 
perspective on life. During such 
times we may even make the 


mistake of doubting God and 
His promises. 

A friend of mine has learned 
to pray for God-vision. She 
talks a lot about looking through 
her God-glasses, asking God to 
help her see life from His per- 
spective. Those of us who need 
glasses understand the annoy- 
ance of not only a broken lens 
but also the problem of our 
glasses slipping down on our 
nose so that we are looking over 
the lenses instead of through 
them. Especially in the case of 
bifocals or trifocals, this can 
seriously distort our vision. 
Scripture calls this need to see 
things from God’ s perspective 
''having the mind of Christ. ” 
Seeing God clearly can help us 
see life ’ s experiences in a differ- 
ent light. Perhaps this is at least 
a part of what Paul meant when 
he challenged the believers at 
Philippi in Philippians 2:5 
"You must have the same atti- 
tude that Christ Jesus had. ” In 
the verses that follow he goes 
on to explain exactly what kind 
of attitude Christ had and what 
our outlook on life should be. 
For example, imagine how dif- 
ferent our world would be if we 
took to heart Philippians 2:3- 
4, the verses that precede his 
admonition to have the same 
attitude Christ had.

Portugal’s VanessaFemandes 
crownedworld cup champion 


The International Triathlon 
Union has officially announced 
today that VanessaFemandes of 
Portugal has been crowned the 
2007 BG Triathlon World Cup 
Series champion, by finishing the 
year ranked number one in the 
world. 

It is the second straight over- 
all title for F emandes and she will 
pocket US$40,000 from the BG 


Triathlon World Cup bonus pool 
of US$250,000. Fernandes has 
spent the majority of the 2007 
season ranked number one in the 
world. 

The F emandes legend grew in 
2007 as the 22-year-old added 
another phenomenal season to an 
already stellar career. 

After settling for bronze in the 
season-opener, F emandes blazed 
to gold for the rest of the year in 
nine straight major events, in- 
cluding her first World Champi- 
onship title. She continues to 
etch her name in the ITU history 
books, now owning 19 World 
Cup titles, tying her with Aussie 
Emma Carney for most all-time. 

Even more remarkable is that 
F emandes has only competed in 
a total of 30 World Cups. With 
three straight Beijing titles, 
Fernandes is arguably the over- 
whelming favorite heading into 
next summer’ s Olympic Games. 


Spanish league in favour of eo- 
hosting World Cup with Portugal 


The chairman of the Spanish 
League Jose Luis Astiazaran, this 
week expressed his support for 
a move to have Portugal and 
Spain co-host the football World 
Cup. 

Following a meeting behind 
closed doors with his Portuguese 
counterparts in Oporto, 
Astiazaran said he was in favour 
of the Iberian nations staging the 
second biggest sporting event in 
the world in 2018. 

“It is not up to us, but the heads 
of the respective federations to 
solicit a joint candidacy, but if 
they do, it will have our support. 
W e want Portugal and Spain stag- 
ing the World Cup in the future”, 
the chief of the Spanish football 
league told reporters. 

While Spain hosted the foot- 
ball World Cup in 1 982, the for- 
mulation of a joint bid with Por- 
tugal could prove successful, as 
the two countries are likely to 
receive support from “allies” in 
Latin America and Africa, that 
will go a long way to ensuring the 
Iberian Peninsula is the venue of 
the prestigious tournament in 
2018. 

Gilbero Madail, chairman of 
the Portuguese F ootball F edera- 
tion (FPF) admitted last month, 
he had proposed the idea ofajoint 
bid to his Spanish counterparts, 
at the beginning of November. 

The Portuguese football chief 
added: “People say England are 
a candidate but it has to be remem- 
bered, that there are other coun- 
tries and Portugal have some- 
thing to say”. 

Euro 2004 spmng from a simi- 
lar idea, though Spain turned 
down the opportunity to jointly 
host the tournament, preferring 
to launch a rival bid to Portugal, 
which they famously lost to their 
smaller neighbours.
